— There  have  not  been  any  new  sources  of  water 
supply,  nor  any  important  extensions  of  mains.  Minor  cases 
bf  contamination  of  water  supplies,  namely  wells,  have  been 
dealt  with. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  Council  have  had  under 
consideration  the  provision  of  sewerage  facilities  for  the  Parishes 
of  Dodderhill,  Upton  Warren,  Ombersley  and  Hartlebury. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — No  action  was  necessary  during  the 
year. 

Closet  Accommodation. — The  Council  had  no  conversion 
scheme  in  operation  during  the  year. 

Public  Cleansing. — The  work  of  removing  Dry  Domestic 
Eefuse  in  the  Parishes  of  Dodderhill,  Ombersley,  Hartlebury, 
and  North  Claines  has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. — The  report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  on  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  is  attached. 

Shops. — No  action  was  taken  under  the  Shops  Act,  1934, 
during  the  year. 

Smoke  Abatement. — No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. — There  is  one  privately  owned 
swimming  bath  in  the  area.  No  action  was  necessary  during 
the  year. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs,  etc.  One  Council  house  and  two 
other  houses  were  found  to  be  infested.  Disinsection,  by 
spraying,  was  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority.

Milk  Supply. — The  premises  of  Milk  Producers  were  visited 
during  the  year  and  the  samples  taken  quarterly  proved 
satisfactory. 

Meat  and  other  Foods. — There  are  four  licensed  slaughter- 
houses in  the  area  which  have  been  satisfactorily  conducted. 
Very  little  meat  is  killed  in  the  area,  the  bulk  being  bought  in 
the  Wholesale  Markets. 

Adulteration,  etc. — No  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928,  the 
Artificial  Cream  Act,  1929,  the  Public  Health  (Condensed  Milk)

Eegulations,  1923  and  1927,  or  the  Public  Health  (Preservatives 
in  Food)  Eegulations  1923  and  1927.

I beg  to  submit  a Report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  year  ending  the  31st  December,  1937. 

Following  the  death  of  Mr.  P.  F.  Kett  early  in  September, 
the  district  ceased  to  be  divided  into  two  areas,  the  Northern 
and  Southern  districts,  and  the  whole  of  the  Rural  district  was 
placed  under  one  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Building  Surveyor. 
An  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed  to  assist  with 
the  work  of  the  department.

In  twenty-one  instances  the  patients  were  removed  to  the 
Joint  Isolation  Hospital  at  Bromsgrove.  The  remainder  being 
satisfactorily  isolated  at  home. 

There  was  again  a recurrence  of  Diphtheria  in  the  Parish  of 
Hartlebury  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Six  cases  were  notified,  and 
of  that  number  four  were  children  from  a gipsy  encampment 
near  the  boundary  of  the  district.  These  gipsies  had  only 
settled  within  this  area  a lew  days  previous  to  the  first  case 
being  notified.

Although  every  endeavour  has  been  made  throughout  the 
year  to  recondition  cottages  and  raise  the  standard  of  housing 
in  the  district,  progress  continues  to  be  very  slow.  The  owners 
are  reluctant  to  incur  any  large  expenditure  on  the  type  of 
property  which  is  let  at  a low  rental,  and  a further  difficulty 
encountered  is  that  the  number  of  builders  available  within  the 
area  is  limited  and  builders  from  adjoining  areas  are  mainly 
engaged  on  the  erection  of  new  properties  or  the  reconditioning 
of  existing  property  in  their  own  locality. 

HOUSING  ACT,  1936— OVERCROWDING. 

Following  on  the  enumeration  made  in  1936,  all  houses  were 
measured  in  February,  1937,  to  ascertain  the  permitted  number 
and  to  correct  the  information  as  to  overcrowding.

RE  HOUSING. 

Negotiations  are  in  hand  for  the  purchase  of  sites  for  the 
erection  of  houses  to  re-house  overcrowded  families  and  families 
dwelling  in  those  houses  in  respect  of  which  Demohtion  Orders 
have  become  operative. 


HOUSING  (RURAL  WORKERS)  ACTS. 

In  aU  cases  where  the  property  inspected  is  not  in  all  respects 
fit  for  habitation  and  the  same  is  suitable  for  consideration 
under  the  Housing  (Eural  Workers)  Acts,  the  owners’  attention 
is  especially  drawn  to  the  scheme  for  reconditioning  such 
property. 

Additional  publicity  has  been  given  by  the  distribution  and 
display  of  the  pamphlets  and  posters  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

At  the  close  of  the  period  under  review  five  cottages  had 
been  reconditioned  under  the  scheme  and  work  was  in  progress 
in  the  case  of  a further  three  cottages.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  owned  by  the 
Council  have  received  regular  supervision  throughout  the  period 
under  review. 

A sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  the  combined 
Parishes  of  Dodderhill  and  Upton  Warren  has  been  prepared 
and  considered  by  the  Council,  and  submitted  to  the  County 
Council.  Owing  to  the  high  cost  and  the  amount  of  the 
contribution  offered  by  the  County  Council,  the  matter  has 
been  deferred  for  the  present. 

The  Council  have  considered  a report  on  the  sewerage  for 
Ombersley  Village  with  a view  to  erecting  future  houses,  for 
rehousing  purposes,  on  a site  which  could  be  served  by  a sewerage 
scheme. 

The  Council’s  Engineer  has  been  requested  to  report  on  a 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  Hartlebury,  and  this 
will  be  considered  at  an  early  date. 

During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  held  an  inquiry  on 
the  proposed  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  Fernhill 
Heath,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  scheme  wdll  be  commenced  in 
the  near  future. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a public  water  supply  in 
North  Claines  Parish  was  also  the  subject  of  a Ministry  of  Health 
inquiry  during  the  year. 

The  East  Worcestershire  Waterworks  Company’s  water  main 
is  available  in  the  Parishes  of  Dodderhill  and  Upton  Warren, 
the  water  supply  in  the  remainder  of  the  district  is  derived  from 
wells.

SCAVENGING. 


A system  of  collection  of  dry  domestic  refuse  is  in  operation 
in  the  Parishes  of  Dodderhill,  Ombersley  and  Hartlebury.  This 
work  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  this  department, 
the  Council  contract  for  the  hire  of  a motor  lorry  and  employ 
their  own  labour. 


A system  of  scavenging  is  also  in  operation  in  the  Parish  of 
North  Claines,  the  whole  of  the  work  in  this  Parish  being  carried 
out  by  contract.

The  question  of  collecting  dry  domestic  refuse  in  the  remainder 
of  the  district  has  been  considered  by  the  Council,'  and  during 
the  year  a tip  has  been  provided  in  the  Parish  of  Tibberton. 


NEW  BUILDINGS. 


Plans  for  155  new  buildings  were  deposited  and  dealt  with 
during  the  year.  The  number  of  new  houses  erected  and 
completed  by  private  enterprise  being  174. 

Since  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  (General  Interim 
Development)  Order,  1933,  came  into  operation  in  June,  1935, 
the  development  of  more  than  1700  acres  of  land  had  been 
considered,  and  the  Council  had  gTanted  permission  for  the 
development  of  700  acres  by  the  31st  December,  1937. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  throughout  the  year  to  minimise 
the  delay  in  dealing  with  the  plans  submitted  by  working  in 
close  co-operation  with  the  County  Planning  Department  and 
the  Highway  Authority  in  those  cases  where  the  development 
was  affected  by  either  the  Pestriction  of  Eibbon  Development 
Act  or  the  Trunk  Eoads  Act. 


In  addition  to  dealing  Avitli  the  interim  development,  extensive 
areas  in  the  Parishes  of  North  Claines,  Ombersley  and  Dodderhill 
have  been  tentatively  zoned. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  my  thanks  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
help  and  willing  assistance  throughout  the  period  under  review.
